First Survivor 
of Rabies in 
History 
LIMA, Ohio (AP) - Three 


doctors say a 6-year-old Will- 
shire, Ohio, boy is the first per- 
son in medical history to sur- 
vive rabies. 


The doctors announced at a 


news conference at St. Rita's 
Hospital Monday that Matthew 
Winkler, bitten Oct. 10 by a rab- 
id bat at his home, was recov- 
ering from the disease which 
has been regarded as 100 per 
cent fatal. 


Dr. C. J. Spechschulte, attend- 


ing pediatrician, said the boy 
developed symptoms of rabies 
even though vaccine had been 
administered. 


Treatment was begun 
four 


days after the bite and the boy 
was given the Pasteur duck em- 
bryo vaccine, which 
is the 


standard treatment. 


However, Matthew developed 


rabies symptoms. He became 
lethargic, was partly paralyzed 
in his left arm and had trouble 
speaking. He was hospitalized 
Nov. 3. 


On Dec. 1, the boy began to 


improve after intensive care 
that included oxygen, medica- 
tion to combat convulsions and 
constant heart monitoring. 


He is still weak, doctors re- 


port, and has difficulty with his 
speech, but is fully conscious. 
He is expected to remain at the 
hospital for another month for 
further medication and to re- 
ceive speech and physical thera- 
py. 


The U.S. Public Health Serv- 


ice says it plans to conduct ad- 
ditional studies in the case.

Folks Pay 
Host Taxes

WASHINGTON (AP) - Come 


tax time in the nation's 25 larg- 
est cities, the Milwaukee wage 
earner writes the biggest check 
for state and local tax bills. 


And, according to a fresh 


study on the subject, the differ- 
ences in the tax bills in these 
cities is not gradual. They're 
sharp, extreme. 


For instance, a taxpayer in 


Milwaukee with a wife who 
stays home, two children, an in- 
come of $10,000 and a fairly new 
house costing around $25,000, 
has to find $1,586 for his nonfed- 
eral tax bills. 


In Houston, Tex., the same 


man need only come up with 
$400, that is, 4 per cent of the to- 
tal income compared with a 
rate of 15.9 per cent f°r this in- 
come in Milwaukee". 


Sharp differences are also evi- 


dent in property tax schedules. 
The average is $2.37 per $100 in 
market value in the 25 cities. 
The top is $4.33 in Boston, the 
lowest $1.07 in New Orleans. 


In only six of the 25 cities is 


there no income tax: Dallas, 
Houston, San Antonio, Tex., 
Memphis, Seattle and Jackson- 
ville, Fla. 


In 15 cities, there are both lo- 


cal and state sales taxes. Com- 
bined rates of 6 per cent are in 
effect in New York, Philadel- 
phia, New Orleans, Denver and 
Pittsburgh. 


The comparative study by the 


District of Columbia govern- 
ment determined the average 
bill for such things as income, 
property, sales taxes was 8.8 
per cent at $10,000. 


In nine cities the tax burden 


, was progressive: 
The 
more 


money made, the more money 
payed. There is an income tax 
obligation in these cities. 


The tax bill is regressive- 


higher incomes bear a lesser 
percentage burden—in nine cit- 
ies, principally because there is 
usually no income tax and com- 
paratively high sales and use 
taxes. Two cents tax on a food 
dollar hurts the poor more than 
the rich. 


Several factors influence tax 


burdens. 


What the city's businessmen 


pay affects the personal tax bill. 
State-collected oil taxes, the 
study says, largely account for 
the low personal levies in New 
Orleans and the three Texas cit- 
ies. 


Residents in one city will de- 


mand more in community serv- 
ices than citizens in another. 
More service costs more money.

It is 
not simply a loss of sex hor- 
mones, although this may be 
a contributing factor. Inade- 
quate intake of calcium is 
part of the picture. The dis- 
ease is five times more com- 
mon in people with low cal- 
cium intake. For this reason 
I think all middle-aged peo- 
ple and older 
individuals 


should be sure to get a lot of 
calcium in their diet. This 
means the equivalent of a 
quart of milk a day (use low- 
fat or nonfat milk), Any food 
made with milk has lots of 
c a l c i u m . Most g r a i n s , 
cereals, and flour are rich in 
calcium as are dried beans. 


Treatment is directed to- 


ward stopping the bone loss. 
Both female and male hor- 
less likely to have osteoporp- mones are often used. A diet 
sis and it is very rare in

The process is gradual. In- 


dividuals with more bone to 
start with show evidence of 
the disease later in life, if at 
all. Hence, men with a 
larger skeleton have the dis- 
ease later than women. 


Physical activity is impor- 


tant to prevent osteoporosis. 
A vigorous, active life builds 
a strong bone structure. 


As bone structure is lost, 


each vertebra decreases in 
size, the upper spine curves 
forward, causing the person 
to be "hunchbacked" and 
lose height. Some vertebrae 
may collapse entirely. The 
changes in the spine, includ- 
ing sudden collapse of a ver- 
tebra, often occur without 
causing pain. Only about a 
third of the patients with 
this problem seek medical 
help.

Khrushchev as 
Real Character

The Khrushchev memoirs il- 


lustrate the complex character 
of Nikita S. Khrushchev and 
provide clues to what made him 
one of the world's most spectac- 
ular political figures in his time. 


What was there about this 


roly poly with the amiable grin 
which permitted him to rise 
from the mines, where he and 


, his father had begrimed them- 
selves with back-breaking toil, 
to become one of the most pow- 
erful men on earth? 


In the memoirs, published to- 


day in book form, the former 
premier and Communist party 
chief of the Soviet Union shows 
himself as a man who always 
was enormously ambitious and 
who in his younger days devel- 
oped a mighty thirst for power. 


Another side to his personali- 


ty, as illustrated by his words, 
shows him as a man with a wide 
streak of honest peasant in him. 
He seems to have had a large 
capacity for indignation, al- 
though often this, even by his 
own accounts, was misdirected. 


Khrushchev could be terri- 


fying when the occasion de- 
manded, but his reminiscences 
make it appear that he rather 
regretted the means he had to 
use to climb to political emi- 
nence. He probably did what he 
was told to do because it would 
lead him where he wanted to go 
to the top. If he did not partic- 
ularly like what he had to do, he 
was a realist about it. Stalin's 
enemies were automatically en- 
emies of the people. Somebody 
had to liquidate them. When the 
job fell to Khrushchev in the 
Ukraine, he oversaw it with cus- 
tomary thoroughness. 


Yet, his words often suggest 


he would have preferred to be 
Khrushchev the likeable. That 
was the gregarious side of him. 
He would have liked to like peo- 
ple, to like even Americans and 
other foreigners, and he gave 
them the impression of being 
outgiving. 


The other side, the side of the 


suspicious Russian, the side 
which could not help being wary 
of others, imputed to foreigners 
as well as to potential rivals at 
home the worst of possible in- 
tentions.

that Pruitt spent $77,000 in the 
22 months he was head cashier 
and worked in the purchasing 
department at SCA.

denounced war and "regrettable 
political situations" in many 
countries and deplored Italy's 
new divorce law. 


The Pope announced that his 


next synod of bishops in Sep- 
tember will discuss the priest- 
hood and "justice in the world." 


He denounced "the movement 


of corrosive criticism towards 
the institutional Church, spread- 
ing from not a few intellectual 
centers of the West—not exclud- 
ing America—into ecclesial pub- 
lic opinion, especially among 
the young, a frame of mind that 
dissolves the certainty of faith 
and breaks down the organic 
body of ecclesial charity." 


He said that these challenges 


to the Church "weigh heavily on 
our heart" and priestly defec- 
tions gave him "an oppressive 
sense of sad wonder."

Warsaw Radio said Monday 
there will be no retreat from the 
17-20 per cent price increases 
which last week set off the riots 
that brought Gomulka down. 


"We must be aware of the 


fact that there is no possibility 
•to return to the pr^evjo.us, anoma- 
lous state of the price system,"' 
the -government radio said. It 
added that the new regime will 
carry out Central Committee or- 
ders to alleviate the economic 
problems of poor families with 
several children. 


Soviet Communist party chief 


Leonid I. Brezhnev sent con- 
gratulations to Gierek and ex- 
pressed the hope that the Polish 
party "will successfully over- 
come the difficulties which re- 
cently occurred." The message 
praised the new first secretary 
as a "sincere friend of the So- 
viet Union."
